NOTE:  Having  decided  to  retire  from  active  business,  or  at  least  semi- 
retire from  the  field  of  numismatics,  and  move  to  California  this  summer, 
my  collection  of  silver  dollars  is  hereby  offered  at  auction.  The  sale  is 
absolute  and  there  are  no  reserves  on  any  piece. 

This  collection  includes  a total  of  183  varieties  of  dollars  dated  before 
1804,  which  is  the  largest,  most  nearly  complete,  and  finest  collection 
ever  assembled  by  anyone  in  the  world.  It  seems  hardly  necessary  to 
say  more,  because  collectors  all  over  the  United  States  have  had  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  collection  displayed  at  national  conventions  in  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,  New  York,  Boston,  Washington,  Milwaukee,  and  various 
other  cities.  It  always  attracted  much  attention  and  considerable  com- 
ment. I can  assure  you  that  it  was  always  a pleasure  to  exhibit  the 
collection.  It  has  required  more  than  forty  years  to  assemble  this  col- 
lection, as  some  varieties  turn  up  only  once  in  a life-time.  I doubt  very 
much  if  such  a collection  will  ever  be  offered  again.  Certainly,  no 
collection  so  complete  has  been  offered  in  the  past.  The  next  best 
offering  was  the  sale  of  the  "World's  Greatest  Collection"  by  the 
Numismatic  Gallery  in  New  York  in  January  1945,  when  125  varieties 
before  1804  were  sold.  The  Haseltine  collection  sold  in  1881  offered 
1 1 1 varieties.  The  fourth  best  collection,  the  Fox  collection,  was  sold 
in  my  181st  sale  in  September  1951,  when  99  varieties  before  1804 
were  sold.

Interested  bidders  can  see  the  plates  in 
the  book  of  the  exact  coins  here  listed,  and  together  with  this  catalogue 
and  a price  list  after  the  sale,  this  will  be  a complete  and  accurate  guide 
to  the  early  dollars.  The  book  is  914  x 1 2’A  inches,  printed  on  fine 
quality  paper,  handsomely  bound  in  blue  cloth,  lettered  in  gold.  Nine 
large  pages  of  fine  plates  illustrate  the  very  coins  now  to  be  sold. 
Prospective  bidders  should  order  a book  now,  and  enjoy  studying  same 
before  placing  bids.  The  plates  should  be  very  helpful,  to  see  the  high 
quality  of  the  coins. 

The  reference  numbers  used  below  refer  to  this  book.  THE  UNITED 
STATES  SILVER  DOLLARS  FROM  1794  TO  1803,  the  recognized  standard 
authority  on  the  subject.  The  condition  of  each  coin  is  guaranteed,  as 
with  all  coins  in  the  past  182  Bolender  sales,  and  collectors  will  not  be 
disappointed,  as  to  quality.

1.  1776  American  Colonial  dollar,  CONTINENTAL  CURENCY  (variety 
with  one  R in  CURENCY).  Sun  & dial,  MIND  YOUR  BUSINESS. 
Rx.  chain  of  13  links  with  names  of  original  colonies.  AMERICAN 
CONGRESS  WE  ARE  ONE.  Designed  by  Benj.  Franklin,  this  is  our 
first  dollar.  Struck  in  pewter.  Uncirculated,  with  considerable  mint 
lustre.  Rare.  From  the  Treadway  coll'n.  sold  by  Elder,  New  York 
1935.  Value  $100. 

2.  1794  silver  dollar.  Very  good.  Lower  stars  on  left  are  weak  as 
usual.  Rare.  $350. 

3.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-l.  Flowing  hair.  Dated  spaced  1 795.  Re- 
verse: two  leaves  under  each  wing  of  eagle.  Edge  lettered 
HUNDRED  CENTS  ONE  DOLLAR  OR  UNIT  on  every  piece  until 
1804.  Extremely  fine,  considerable  lustre,  sharp  even  impres- 
sions. Plate  (Refers  to  the  Bolender  book  on  silver  dollars,  where 
this  identical  coin  was  used  for  both  obverse  and  reverse  plates). 
From  the  great  Stickney  coll'n.  later  in  Schwab  collection.  $75. 

4.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-2.  Flowing  hair  in  six  curls.  First  star  pierces 
and  separates  lowest  curl.  Wide  date,  the  95  closer  together 
than  other  figures.  Slight  wear  on  high  portions  of  hair,  and 
some  adjusting  marks  on  high  part  of  eagle,  done  at  mint  in 
correcting  planchet  weight.  Ex.  fine,  sharp  stars.  Plate.  (This  coin 
illustrated  on  plate  I in  the  book.)  From  the  Newcomer  coll'n.  $75. 

5.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-3.  Flowing  hair  in  six  curls,  the  third  one 
from  the  top  turns  and  touches  the  fourth  curl.  The  only  variety 
with  16  berries  in  wreath,  8 on  each  branch.  Strictly  very  fine, 
sharp  even  impressions.  Scarce  variety,  rarity  4.  Plate.  (Both  ob- 
verse and  reverse  of  this  very  coin  used  in  book  for  illustrations 
on  plate  I.)  Geo.  M.  Parsons  coll'n.  $75. 

6.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-4.  Flowing  hair  type.  The  15th  or  last  star  is 
entirely  under  the  bust,  a feature  which  distinguishes  this  variety 
from  all  others.  Rx.  17  berries.  Extremely  fine,  bold  and  sharp, 
with  some  proof-like  surface.  The  edge  below  date  and  cor- 
responding edge  on  reverse  show  a very  slight  planchet  defect. 
A splendid  example  fo  this  scarce  variety,  from  the  Col.  Green 
coll'n.,  later  in  the  Gettys  collection.  This  piece  superior  to  the 
one  shown  on  plate  in  my  book,  as  it  was  recently  purchased  to 
improve  my  collection.  $85. 
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7.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-5.  Flowing  hair.  First  star  distant  from  curl. 
Variety  with  diagonal  bar  in  field  near  uppermost  curl.  Rx.  3 
leaves  under  each  wing.  Very  fine,  slightly  scratched  in  right 
obverse  field.  A.  M.  Smith  coll'n.  $40. 

8.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-6.  Flowing  hair,  wide  date,  the  79  closest. 
Rx.  13  berries,  3 leaves.  Some  faint  file  marks  appear  on  eagle's 
breast,  done  at  mint  to  reduce  planchet  weight.  Extremely  fine. 
From  the  Lighthouse  coll'n.  Plate.  (Both  obverse  and  reverse  of 
this  coin  shown  on  plate  I in  the  Bolender  book  on  dollars.)  $75. 

9.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-8.  Flowing  hair  type,  variety  with  head  not 
well-centered,  but  too  high  and  too  far  to  left  in  relation  to 
LIBERTY  and  stars.  The  last  star  farther  from  date  than  any  other 
variety,  4!/2  mm.  Reverse:  a berry  on  outside  of  wreath  slightly 
left  of  left  stand  of  first  A in  AMERICA,  and  another  berry  on 
inside  of  wreath  opposite  second  stand  of  same  letter,  dis- 
tinguishes this  19-berry  reverse  from  all  others.  A little  wear  on 
high  parts  of  hajr  and  eagle,  but  very  fine  and  well-centered 
even  impressions.  Excessively  rare.  From  the  "World's  Greatest 
Collection"  sale  by  Numismatic  Gallery,  New  York  1945.  In  my 
45  years  as  a collector  and  dealer,  I have  seen  only  two  speci- 
mens! However  I handled  one  of  these  four  times.  Haseltine 
had  seen  but  one,  and  it  was  not  in  his  type-table  sale  catalogue 
of  1881,  having  been  withdrawn  from  the  sale  and  sold  pri- 
vately. Plate.  $150. 

10.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-9.  A "mule"  of  obverse  B-3  with  reverse 
B-4.  Extremely  fine,  even  impressions.  Frosty  surface  around 
head.  Very  rare  variety.  From  the  Parsons  sale  by  H.  Chapman 
1914.  Plate.  (Reverse  used  for  illustration  in  my  book.)  $125. 

1 1.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-9a.  Same  as  preceding,  but  outlines  of  por- 
tions of  reverse  (suction  marks)  appear  on  obverse.  Very  fine. 
Very  rare.  From  Col.  Green  coll'n.,  later  in  the  Gettys  collection. 
$75. 

12.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-10.  Flowing  hair.  Reverse:  two  berries  on 
outside  of  wreath  on  right  between  eagle's  wing  and  ribbon 
bow.  Extremely  rare  variety,  rarity  6.  Fine.  Purchased  from 
Guttag  Bros.,  New  York  dealers  many  years  ago.  Plate.  (Reverse 
shown  on  plate  II.)  $50. 

13.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-ll.  Flowing  hair.  Obverse  same  as  B-3  and 
B-9.  Reverse  differs  from  any  other  variety  in  arrangement  of 
the  19  berries.  Very  fine.  Excessively  rare  variety,  and  the  only 
one  I have  found.  Haseltine's  specimen  was  only  "good"  and 
scratched  in  field,  the  only  one  he  could  find.  A specimen  listed 
in  an  important  sale  a few  years  ago  as  H-l  1 was  purchased  by 
me,  but  turned  out  to  be  H-2,  and  there  was  no  H-l  1 in  the  sale. 
From  the  Earle  sale,  and  later  in  the  Schuyler  coll'n.  Plate.  (Re- 
verse illustrated  on  plate  II  in  the  book  on  dollars.)  $100. 

14.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-12.  Flowing  hair  in  6 curls,  the  lowest  curl 
passing  through  a point  of  first  star,  and  continues  to  right,  end- 
ing in  a sharp  point.  Rx.  3 leaves  under  each  wing.  13  berries. 
Extremely  fine,  mint  lustre  close  to  letters,  stars,  and  wreath. 
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Extremely  rare,  rarity  6.  From  Elder  sale,  New  York  1924.  Finest 
of  the  few  known  specimens.  Plate.  (Obverse  shown  on  plate  I.) 
$125. 

15.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-12a.  Same  as  preceding,  but  variety  with 
vertical  die  break  extending  from  bust  downward  through  7 of 
date  to  border.  Fine.  This  piece  was  lot  807  in  the  great  Stickney 
sale  held  by  Flenry  Chapman  in  1907,  and  Mr.  Chapman  there 
described  the  break.  Mr.  Stickney  was  the  first  great  collector  in 
America.  The  only  specimen  I have  ever  seen.  $75. 

16.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-13.  Flowing  hair  in  six  curls.  Lowest  curl 
barely  misses  a point  of  first  star,  but  continues  on  to  touch  and 
slightly  pass  a second  point  of  same  star.  The  second  curl  from 
bottom  turns  downward  pointing  to  space  between  two  points 
of  second  star.  Rx.  19  berries,  same  as  B-l  and  B-2.  Several  file 
marks  on  reverse  done  at  mint  to  reduce  planchet  weight,  but 
strictly  very  fine  and  without  doubt  it  is  the  finest  of  the  three 
known  specimens.  Haseltine  had  met  with  only  a single  speci- 
men, and  called  it  "probably  unique."  This  piece  is  probably  the 
Flaseltine  specimen,  as  its  condition  would  indicate,  and  was  later 
in  the  Col.  Green  collection.  This  variety  was  noticeably  missing 
in  the  sale  of  the  "World's  Greatest  Collection"  sale  held  by  the 
Numismatic  Gallery  in  1945.  Plate.  (Obverse  shown  on  plate  I.) 
$150. 

17.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-14.  Draped  bust  and  hair  tied  with  ribbon 
thus  known  as  the  "fillet  bust."  Reverse:  the  eagle  is  much 
smaller  than  on  any  of  the  preceding  varieties.  7 berries.  This 
piece  was  purchased  as  "uncirculated"  but  with  magnifying  glass 
you  can  see  a pin-point  nick  before  nose,  and  slight  rubbing  on 
highest  portion  of  eagle's  breast.  It  is  a beautiful  example,  with 
considerable  mint  lustre.  From  the  Lighthouse  coll'n.  The  Atwater 
specimen  uncirculated  sold  at  $157.50.  Plate.  (Both  obverse  and 
reverse  plates  in  my  dollar  book  are  from  this  very  coin.)  $100. 

18.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-15.  Draped  fillet  bust  similar  to  last,  but 
variety  with  the  bust  more  centered  between  the  stars  at  left  and 
those  at  right.  Reverse  similar  to  last,  but  only  6 berries  in  olive 
branch.  Extremely  fine,  very  nearly  uncirculated.  A beautiful 
dollar,  sharply  struck,  splendid  impressions.  Bought  from  Henry 
Chapman,  Philadelphia  dealer,  many  years  ago.  Plate.  (This  coin 
used  for  both  obverse  and  reverse  in  my  book  on  early  dollars.) 
$125. 

19.  1795  silver  dollar.  B-l 6.  New  variety,  not  in  Haseltine.  Obverse 
from  same  die  as  B-l  and  B-10.  The  reverse  is  new  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  berries  and  leaves  in  the  wreath,  and  is 
described  in  my  book.  Uncirculated,  with  proof  surface,  a few 
trivial  nicks  visible  under  a glass.  Beautifully  toned,  and  a mag- 
nificent example,  and  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  dollars.  Rarity  8, 
the  only  specimen  known,  and  I believe  it  to  be  unique!  Pur- 
chased by  me  at  an  Elder  sale  in  New  York  20  years  ago.  A 
prominent  collector  who  was  also  in  attendance  bid  against  me, 
and  it  brought  seven  times  the  starting  bid,  and  a new  record 
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for  a 1 795  dollar.  The  competition  was  the  sensation  of  the  entire 
auction  sale.  It  is  certainly  worth  more  than  any  other  dollar  of 
this  date.  Plate.  (Reverse  of  this  coin  was  used  for  plate  II  in 
book.)  $400. 

20.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-l.  Small  date.  Two  points  of  first  star  touch 
curl.  15  stars.  Reverse:  small  letters.  Small  eagle.  Very  fine. 
P.  C.  Clark  coll'n.  Plate.  (Obverse  shown  on  plate  II.)  $50. 

21.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-2.  Small  wide  date.  Curl  touches  only  one 
point  of  first  star.  Reverse:  small  letters.  Very  fine,  sharp  im- 
pressions. From  Geo.  M.  Parsons  coll'n.  1914.  Plate.  (This  coin 
used  for  both  obverse  and  reverse  illustrations  on  plate  II  in  my 
book  on  dollars.)  $60. 

22.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-4.  Small  wide  date,  the  96  closer  together 
than  the  other  figures.  Lowest  star  on  left  does  not  quite  touch 
hair.  Reverse:  large  letters.  Highest  portions  of  hair  and  eagle 
show  slight  wear.  Ex.  fine,  splendid  impressions.  From  the  Tread- 
way coll'n.  in  1924.  Plate.  (This  coin  used  for  both  obverse  & 
reverse  in  book.)  $60. 

23.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-4a.  From  same  dies  as  last,  but  variety  with 
curl  on  top  of  head  defective,  and  the  letters  in  LIBERTY  are  not 
bifurcated  as  on  the  preceding.  Reverse:  large  letters.  Very  fine. 
Ex.  rare.  The  only  specimen  I have  found.  Formerly  in  the  Gable 
collection  sold  by  Chapman,  bought  by  John  T.  Reeder  whose 
grand  collection  I purchased  in  1940.  Plate.  (Obverse  shown  on 
plate  II.)  $100. 

24.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-5.  Large  date.  Small  letters.  Small  die  lump 
at  right  top  of  I in  AMERICA  does  not  touch  C but  extends  about 
halfway  down  along  I.  Strictly  very  fine.  Formerly  in  the  great 
Stickney  collection  sold  by  H.  Chapman  in  1907,  then  going  to 
the  Schwab  coll'n.  where  I obtained  it.  Plate.  (This  coin  used  for 
both  obverse  and  reverse  illustrations  on  plate  II  in  my  book  on 
dollars.)  A specimen  only  slightly  better  sold  for  $100  in  the 
"World's  Greatest  Collection"  sale  in  1945.  $75. 

25.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-5a.  Same  dies  as  last,  but  the  die  lump  is 
now  larger  and  extends  well  along  the  letter  C.  Extremely  fine, 
bold  even  impressions.  From  the  John  G.  Mills  coll'n.  sold  by 
the  Chapman  Bros,  in  1904.  $85. 

26.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-5a.  Same  dies  as  preceding  but  curious  over- 
strike. The  date  and  several  stars  and  features  of  obverse  appear 
on  the  reverse.  Very  fine.  From  the  Col.  Green  coll'n.,  later  in  the 
Gettys  collection,  from  whom  I purchased  it  a few  years  ago  for 
$50. 

27.  1796  silver  dollar.  B-5b.  Large  date.  Small  letters.  The  die  lump  is 
very  small,  does  not  touch  C in  AMERICA,  and  touches  only  the 
right  top  of  letter  I.  Early  impressions  from  the  dies.  Extremely 
fine,  choice  and  beautiful  dollar,  with  considerable  mint  lustre. 
Very  rare  state  of  the  die  break,  and  only  recently  acquired  by 
me,  since  the  book's  publication.  $90. 

28.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-l.  Sixteen  stars,  7 on  right  facing  bust. 
Reverse:  large  letters.  Lowest  berry  near  ribbon  bow  is  on 
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inside  of  wreath.  Perfect  dies.  Extremely  fine,  strong  impressions, 
but  a little  off  center.  From  Treadway  coll'n.  sold  in  1935  by 
Elder.  Plate.  (Both  obverse  and  reverse  shown  on  plate  III.)  $60. 

29.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-la.  From  same  dies  as  last,  but  with  die 
cracks  through  97  of  date,  bust,  and  stars  on  right.  Several  other 
cracks  from  hair  through  several  stars  on  left.  Extremely  fine, 
splendid  impressions,  considerable  lustre.  From  the  Newcomer 
coll'n.  $85. 

30.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-lb.  S imilar  to  the  preceding,  but  die  breaks 
more  pronounced  and  with  additional  cracks.  Extremely  fine, 
and  as  choice  as  the  last.  Really  very  rare  as  the  total  coinage  for 
the  year  was  7776  dollars.  From  the  Col.  Green  coll'n.  $85. 

31.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-lc.  From  same  dies  as  preceding  but  ad- 
vanced stages  of  the  die  breaks,  with  numerous  additional 
cracks,  from  9th  star  down  to  ribbon,  neck  through  chin,  right 
field  to  12th  star,  and  others.  Extremely  fine,  a beautiful  piece. 
Jewett  coll'n.  $75. 

32.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-2.  Sixteen  stars,  7 facing.  Reverse:  small 
letters  in  legend.  Fine.  Very  rare.  Plate.  (Reverse  shown  on  plate 
III.)  $60. 

33.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-3.  Sixteen  stars,  only  6 at  right  facing  bust. 
Reverse:  large  letters,  but  differing  from  B-l.  The  lowest  berry 
near  ribbon  bow  is  on  outside  of  wreath.  Large  planchet.  Ex- 
tremely fine,  strong  sharp  impressions.  The  Stickney  piece,  later 
in  the  Schwab  collection.  $85. 

34.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-3a.  From  same  dies  as  last,  but  LIBERTY  not 
bifurcated,  and  smallert  planchet.  Extremely  fine,  beautiful  even 
impressions,  well-centered,  even  border  milling  all  round  both 
sides,  bearly  uncirculated.  Newcomer  coll'n.  $90. 

35.  1797  silver  dollar.  B-3b.  From  same  dies  as  last.  Letters  only 
slightly  bifurcated.
